SUICIDE IN VIENNA. 


“T ired of Life" a Comm on C om plaint 
In the A ustrian C apital. 
Statistics of the cases of suicide 
which occurred In the course of last 
year iii Vienna show that 1.5.18 per­ 
sons killed themselves there, as com­ 
pared with 1.40b during the previous 
year. 
The increase was mainly among 
females, 027 of whom took their lives 
as com pared with 510 during the pre­ 
vious year, while the corresponding 
increase among the males was only 
thirty-five. 
The ages at which persons 
committed suicide varied within wide 
limits, the oldest of the victims being 
eighty-eight years of 
age 
and 
the 
youngest only nine years. 
It is a curious fact that the bright 
summer months are apparently more 
conducive to suicide than tile gloomy 
winter days. 
Thus Juue. July and 
August head the list. while the low­ 
est number of suicides occurred in 
February and December. 
The modes of death most frequently 
selected were hanging 
(G33 
cases), 
shooting (233 cases) and poisoning (108 
cases). Two women burned themselves 
alive. 
The most frequently assigned 
motives for suicide were ill health, dis­ 
appointment in love and want of food. 
In seventeen instances attempts at 
suicide were made by children who 
found themselves unable to accomplish 
their class work at school.

Place the basklps in a 
row on the floor. 
Choose sides,'giving 
the black checkers to the lender on 
one side and the red ones to t|ie other. 
One side lines up about ten feet away 
from the baskets, the leader giving 
each player a checker. 
If there are 
any left he keeps them and has the 
right to throw them after the others 
have ab thrown. 
Each one in turn throws his checker 
into any basket, trusting to luck that j 
it falls into a basket with a number on 
it.
